Two Mailings On 
Primary Ballot 

The Board of Supervisors 
disclosed today that the 
mailing of sample ballots 
for the J,une Primary Elec¬ 
tion has begun in Los An¬ 
geles County. 

The mailing will be in two 
parts this year. The state 
pamphlet is one mailing 
and the sample ballot is the 
other. A new law pa.ssed in 
1973 requires that state bal¬ 
lot measure informa t i o n 
shall be printed in a pam¬ 
phlet not less than 84 by 
11 inches. Since this is too 
large for the regT.dar sam¬ 
ple ballot envelope, two 
mailings are needed. 

Voters are urged to hold 
on to each as they are re¬ 
ceived. Leonard Panish, Reg¬ 
istrar ■ Recorder says there 
is no way to know which 
will be received first. The 
mailing is being coordinated 
as much as possible with 
both pieces mailed at about 
the same time. However, 
both are third class mail 
and will be delivered by 
Post Office personnel ac¬ 
cording to work schedules in 
each po.stal area. 

The polling place location 
will be printed, as usual, on 
the mailing insert of the 
sample ballot. Panish sug- 
gest.^'d that voters keep this 
insert in order to know 
where to go to vote on elec¬ 
tion day. 

The reverse side of the 
mailing insert is an a,ppli- 
cation 'form to reqiuest an 
absent voter ballot. Anyone 
who will not be able to vote 
in person in his precinct 
polling place may use the 
application to request an 
absent voter ballot. The re¬ 
quest must be received by 
ihe Registrar-Recorder’s Of¬ 
fice, P.O. Box 30450, Los An¬ 
geles 90030, on or before 
May 28. The ballot is sent 
to the voter who then must 
return the voted ballot to 
the Registrar’s Office by the 
time the polls close on elec¬ 
tion day.

City Refuge was reported¬ 
ly lunable to make its week¬ 
ly payroll and trucks were 
not -on the streets last week 
in Arcadia tor scheduled 
trash pickups, :iccording to 
Lyman Cozard, Arcadia city 
administrator. 

Because City Refuge was 
unable to complete its con¬ 
tract in Sierra Madre, the 
compan 5 >^ exercised its option 
and sold the Sierra Madre 
contract to United Disposal. 

According to Medley, 
United has begun service 
here and company spokes¬ 
men say they will be on 
schedule in this city by May 
18. 

The original contract was 
to run through 1976, accord¬ 
ing to Medley. United will 
fulfill that contraci.

New Ordinance 
Adopted; Two On 
First Reading 

The City Council, meeting 
in regular session on Tues¬ 
day, M.ay 14, were present¬ 
ed with Ordinance No. 910 
tor adoption. Also Ordinance 
No. 911 consi.sting of pro¬ 
posed changes in the City 
Code relating to the Parks 
and Recreation were pre¬ 
sented for review and pos¬ 
sible first reading. Ordi¬ 
nance No. 912 was also pre¬ 
sented for first reading and 
an informal liearlng to be 
held at the regular meeting 
of May 28. 

The City Council called for 
the second reading and 
adoption of Ordinance No. 
910 relating to adding and 
repealing certain section.^ ot 
the code relating to the 
building, electrical, plumb¬ 
ing, mechanical, wiring and 
housing code. ’The Ordinance 
becomes effective on June 
14 and will be consistent 
with the Los Angeles and 
state of California building 
codes. 

Ordinance No. 911 relates 
to Commi.ssioner attendance 
of meetings and dismissals. 
Also the appointment of a 
teenager between the ages 
of 13 and 17 to the Commis¬ 
sion, meeting procedures, 
appointments of standing 
committees. 

Also provides for the 
adoption of rules and regu¬ 
lations and policies concern¬ 
ing personnel, areas and 
facilities, organization. Also 
establishing the department 
for the City, procedures for 
Parks and Recreation Direc- 
lof appointment and his 
duties. 

Having reviewed the ordi¬ 
nance, mak i|n g minor 
ch.ange:5, the City Council 
placed it for first reading. 
Second reading and adop¬ 
tion is expected on May 
Ordinance 912, alludes to 
the various changes in the 
speeds of certain streets in 
the city, changing them 
from a 25 mile limit to :r 
35 mile limit. The City 
Council placed the ordinance 
on first reading only and 
called for an ir.foi-mal hear¬ 
ing to be held on May 28, 
before adoption.

If the vic- 
time must walk, he should 
proceed slowly and rest 
periodically.
